Two years ago Mr. John D. Patterson, of 
Don Head Farm, Richmond Hill, Ontario, 
established a new Aberdeen-Angus herd 
that is destined to play a prominent part in 
Aberdeen-Angus development on this conti- 
nent. The farm where this herd is being 
built up was literally cut out of the Ontario 
forest many years ago by the father of the 
present incumbent. The house, built seven- 
ty-five years ago, was the birth place of the 
present owner and the barnyard down the 
hill is on the sight of the old blacksmith 
shop where the Patterson binder was start- 
ed on its career by an enterprising Scots- 
man whose family had travelled to that 
part of the world by way of Northern Ire- 
land and New Hampshire. ; 

Canadians of the older generation will re- 
member the Patterson binder and no doubt 
there are many in the United States who 
recall the days when that implement was 
on the market in this country. Amalgama- 
tions of different groups who were manu- 
facturing farm implements finally resulted 
in the Massey-Harris Company securing 
control of the Patterson interests and the 
present owner of Don Head farm and his 
elder brother were for years trusted offic- 
ers of that great company. They with their 
father were pioneers in the development of 
improved farm implements on this continent. 

Mr. John D. Patterson has: travelled wide- 
ly and although he has not lived continually 
on the land his interests have at all times 
been close to those of the man who tilled 
the soil. For a time following the combin- 
ing of the interests of those who were man- 
ufacturing binders, he made his home in

Woodstock. Ontario. Later he spent some 
years in California and at another period in 
his life he was a large land holder in the 
province of Alberta. He knows this conti- 
nent thoroughly and the capitals of Europe 
are not unfamiliar to him, but when he de- 
cided to retire from active commercial life 
and settle in a permanent home it was the 
old farm at Richmond Hill that presented 
the strongest appeal and there we found 
him among his herds, flocks and gardens, 
in a setting that must have a powerful ap- 
peal to any man or woman who loves nature 
at its best. 

Some years of close observation had con- 
vinced Mr. Patterson of the merits of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle and when he decided to 
establish a herd he went to, Scotland for his 
foundation stock. Late in 1929 he gave Mr. 
D. M. Allan, of Ballintomb, an order for ten 
two year old heifers and a bull. The cattle 
arrived in Canada in May, 1930, but it was 
not until quite recently that I had an oppor- 
tunity to inspect them in the home pastures. 

The first importation included Pridebank 
of Advie and Beautation of Advie, a Pride 
of Aberdeen and a Beauty of Glamis, from 
the herd of Peter Grant, Advie Mains. Both 
of these cows were sired by Bion of Inch- 
gower and they are two of the outstanding 
females in the herd. The Pridebank cow 
has been shown several times and at the re-

cent Canadian National Exhibition she was 
first in the cow class and senior champion 
female. At the same time there was secur- 
ed from the herd of James Beddie of Banks 
the outstanding Gammer cow, Gammer 
Gree. She is a beautiful type, being low 
and level and with sufficient quality to 
please any breeder. She is the dam of Gaf- 
fer Eric of Don Head, one of the best bull 
calves shown at the recent Toronto show. 
Primanica of Candacraig and Berina of 
Candacraig, a Pride of Aberdeen and a Miss 
Burgess, came from the herd of F. L. Wal- 
lace, of Candacraig. The great Ballindal- 
loch herd contributed one outstanding Erica 
in Evidette of Ballindalloch, while Landfall, 
a Portlethen Lucy, came from the famous 
Glamis Castle herd owned by the Earl of 
Strathmore. Heatherton of Burgie and Edis- 
ta of Burgie, a Heatherbloom and an Erica 
were secured from Ian K. Thomson, while 
an excellent Pride of Aberdeen, Pretty Par- 
ma of Ballintomb 2nd from the herd of D. 
M. Allan completed the group. 

To mate with these good females Mr. Pat- 
terson secured the mature bull Etheric of 
Nisbithill from the herd of David P. Elliott, 
Nisbithill. He is a bull with plenty of scale, 
but at the same time he is close to the 
ground. He is deep in his body and excep- 
tionally long and level in his quarter. His 
head is excellent and there is plenty of in- 
dication of character throughout. His calves 
give great promise and at the recent Cana- 
dian National Exhibition they gave a good 
account of themselves. With four calves 
shown the Don Head herd secured one first, 
one second and one third.

ervwhere are familiar with his Southdown 
flocks. This is mainly due to the fact that 
within three years he has practically risen 
to a dominating position among Southdown 
breeders on this continent. It has natural. 
ly taken a little longer to get his cattle 
herd in order, but when one considers the 
blood lines and individuality of his cattle 
the surroundings in which they are being 
raised and the care that is being bestowed 
upon them he may predict the future of the 
herd with safety. 

At the very outset a careful system of 
naming his cattle was established by Mr, 
Patterson. The records are kept in an ex. 
cellent manner and the tattoo system which 
followed the cattle to this country is being 
maintained. The letters JDP followed by a 
letter to designate the year and a number 
to designate the animal are tattooed in the 
ear of every calf born at Don Head. The 
tattoo mark is placed on the pedigree cer- 
tificate. Mr. Patterson says that the marks 
are easy to read and he would not be with- 
out the system under any circumstances. 

After examining the cows, calves and 
herd sire carefully I had an opportunity to 
inspect the pedigrees of all the animals 
owned at Don Head. My visit convinced 
me that when the individuality and blood 
lines of the imported cattle are considered, 
the importation has not been excelled by 
any other brought to Canada within my 
memorv.

W. J. Kennedy stated the quality 
Big as high as the numbers were 
greater than in 1931. Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders “Down East” set out to bring tor- 
ward a big quality breeding show and they 
“Did It” with the help of Henry Schmueck- 
er & Sons, of Iowa, Stroop and June of 
Sank Richards of the Chicago Daily 
Drovers Journal writes, “New England 
Likes Good Beef.” The feeders of Dod- 
die” steers attempted to satisfy this demand 
with quality yearling steers in the group 
of five show in the pens. 
Boys and girls determined to help out in 
the forward movement. They presented 
sixty well finished “Doddies” to the tune of 
Grand Champion steer of the entire show, 
Reserve Champion and Highly Commended 
steers in the club exhibit, the largest gain- 
ing 4-H club steer and winner of the feeding 
and management contest and the five best 
steers of the club show, winning the third 
leg of the Oakleigh Thorne trophy for the 
highest ranking group of five steers from 
one county club. 


The Breeding Cattle Show. 


Irwin Schmuecker of Iowa brought for- 
ward the only three year old bull. 

Amongst the five two year olds, Briar- 
cliff Elban 3d headed the class with Bando- 
lier Sir second, June’s Prideman of Alpha 
Road third, Bontecou’s Briarcliff Echo 
fourth, and Briarcliff Barbarian 4th was 
fifth. 

The senior yearlings were headed by 
Stroop’s, Glencarnock Revolution, Schmuec- 
ker was second with Bandolier’s Blackbird, 
Prideman Glencarnock 5th third, Bandolier 
of Pinehurst 4th was fourth and June was 
fifth and sixth with sons of Ensign of Page. 
Five junior yearling bulls took the money 
as follows: Bandolier of Pinehurst 5th, 
Briarcliff Prideman 4th, Oakland Blackcap, 
Prideman 12th of Alpha Road, Enchancellor 
of Tatomok. 

The summer yearling bulls brought forth 
the junior and grand champion of the show; 
Briarcliff Blackmere 2nd by Revolution of 
Page 2d, Rally King by Briarcliff Black 
King for Bontecou was second, Briarcliff 
Barbarian 8th by Briarcliff Pedro third, 
Briarcliff Eland 4th fourth, Bandolier of 
Pinehurst 6th fifth and Prideman 14th of 
Alpha Road was sixth. This was a corking 
class from end to end. 

The after September 1st calves found an 
undefeated junior at the head, Boxer of 
Briarcliff. Prideman 15th of Alpha Road 
second, Chief of the Bandolier’s third, 
Stroop’s Marshall Blackbird Harrison fourth 
and another junior calf fifth for Stroop. 

_Stroop’s senior yearling was senior cham- 
pion and Briarcliff’s Blackmere 2d was jun- 
lor and grand. 

Briarcliff headed the five, three and two 
bull groups with Schmuecker second in each. 

In three year old cows, three were shown 
with Schmuecker first, June second, and 
Stroop third. 

When the two year old heifers paraded, 
Briarcliff Blackcap 16th was moved into 
first, Blackbird of Pinehurst second, Eurota 
of Tatomok third, Stroop’s Blackcap Prize- 
mere fourth, June’s Pride 38rd of Alpha 
ie fifth and Blackbird of Pinehurst 8th 


Mr. Kennedy preferred the scale of Jack- 
sen’s Miss Burgess Hopley 2d over Briar- 
cliff Mignonne 10th, Fancher’s Romance of 
Tatomok third, and Stroop’s Queen Harri- 
son fourth. The three remaining heifers of 
June and Briarcliff were ushered into line 
in the order named. 

In the junior yearlings, Schmuecker’s 
Thick Nugget Pinehurst blackbird 4th was 
first with Peggy Pride of Tatomok second, 
Briarcliff Enzora third, Prim Pride of Ta- 
tomok fourth and Briarcliff Miss Burgess 
28th fifth. 

Briarcliff Edella 14th headed the summer 
yearlings, Rally Queen second, Eve of Pine- 
hurst third and June was fourth. 

The baby heifer class found Briarcliff 
Eline 8th the Ohio and New York junior 
champion at the top, Schmuecker’s Black- 
bird of Pinehurst 12th second, and one of 
June’s calves third. 

In the championship fuss, Briarcliff 
Blackcap 16th was senior and grand and 
Schmuecker’s Pinehurst Blackbird 4th was 
junior. 

The graded herd was Briarcliff’s; year- 
ling herd Schmuecker’s; pair of calves to 
Briarcliff and get of sire to the same on two 
summer bulls and two senior yearling heif- 
ers by Revolution of Page 2d. 

Thus ended the best Aberdeen-Angus 
show at Eastern States since 1926 the year 
of the Sesqui-Centennial at Philadelphia. 

Groups of Fat Cattle. 

Nine groups of five steers, eight Aber- 
deen-Angus and one Shorthorn, calved after 
January 1st, 1931, made a worth while ex- 
hibit. Five prizes were offered, first going 
to Briarcliff, second and fourth to Bontecou 
third to Pennsylvania State College and 
fifth to Henry H. Jackson. 

The eight groups of Doddies sold for an 
average of 13.4c per pound at auction, the 
highest being 21c to the Springfield Public 
Market and the lowest lic for a group of 
calves just 12 months of age. Schaffer 
Stores of Poughkeepsie and Albany took 
two groups at 15c and 12% respectively. 
The Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea Com- 
pany took one at 12%c; the New York But- 
chers Dressed Meat Co. one at 11% and J. 
L. Brown of Springfield one at 18c and 
Solomon and Cohen of Springfield one at 
lle. 

This selling preceded the 4-H club sale 
just to get the buyers warmed up a bit, 
preparatory to the big event. 

The 4-H Club Show and Sale. 

Manager Chas. A. Nash was carrying his 
prayer book around during the few days 
before the Exposition opening and during 
the week. He used the little book in be- 
half of good weather and the 4-H baby beef 
clubbers. It worked to perfection in every 
detail. 

Mr. H. H. Tozier, County Club Agent 
from Dutchess County, New York, and Su- 
perintendent of the club show had been 
threatening to stage a real party up at 
Eastern States just to treat the old fellows 
to a rather formal event. The combination 
he had arranged was true to form. 

The ringside was packed when the twen- 
ty-nine heavy weight Aberdeen-Angus 
steers filed into the coliseum. Professor 
Kennedy tightened up his belt and hopped 
to it. He found his winner in the Nugget 
steer, Briarcliff Gold, fed-and exhibited by 


Albert Christopher of Feeding Hills, Hamp- . 
den County, Massachusetts. ‘This steer 
looked good enough to win most anywhere. 
When the thirty-one light weight “babies” 
appeared, our good friend from the West 
did not require long to find the top. 
Harold Hamilton of Dutchess County was 
ordered to the top with his “Stub 'l” and 
there he stayed, much to the disturbance 
of our Heretord friends and others con- 
cerned. Perfection in body conformation, 
and high priced cuts, a light shrinker and 
finished to the minute. Everybody conced- 
ed the championship to the lad’s steer which 
was not only fed and exhibited by him but 
bred as well. 
Back in 1927 Harold had brought out the 
champion steer, Briarcliff Paddy, and Mr. 
Thorne had presented him with a bred heif- 
er, Glancarnock Kate, as his reward for 
feeding out the champion, an Aberdeen- 
Angus. Several heiters have so been pre- 
sented to club members since that time. 
But Glencarnock Kate had a role to per- 
form. In 1930 she was mated with a fif- 
teen months bull, Briarcliff Quality Lad, a 
half brother of Glencarnock Jessie 9th by 
Revolt by Blackcap Revolution. Jessie was 
International grand champion in 1927. In 
May, 1931 young “Stub T” appeared on the 
scene as the result of this mating. He has 
been the object of much discussion since 
early in his career. A highly acceptable 
champion in any show. Mr. Kennedy pub- 
licly said he was the best steer of 900 
pounds or under he had ever seen. 
The reserve champion was the winner of 
the heavy weight class. Highly commend- 
ed, Lee Jenk’s Briarcliff Rocket and com- 
mended Miles Upson’s Hereford, Mount 
Hope Lad. 
Sally Bradley’s club youngsters brought 
out five clinking Aberdeen-Angus steers to 
take the third leg of the Oakleigh Thorne 
Trophy away from the Dutchess County 
clubbers. This was correct and everybody 
was happy to see Sally and her pupils walk 
away with it. 
The Auction. 
Yes, it took place in jig time. It did 
require Col. Granger of Thompsonville, Con- 
necticut, a moment or two to get his stu- 
dents arranged just correctly, but soon they 
were down to business. A start of twenty 
cents on “Stub T” soon led to fifty and on 
to a dollar by local enthusiasts. The Colo- 
nel made a few interesting remarks just 
for a breathing spell and then requested in 
powerful language the representatives of 
First National Stores and the A & P to 
sit in on the deliberations. They could not 
resist and from the dollar mark on it was 
serious business. Tom Murray of First Na- 
tional Stores’ fame bid and smiled. Mr. 
Triplett of the New York division of the 
A & P urged his men and they bid and 
smiled and so on it went to $2.10 per pound 
for the A & P, bringing a net total of $1848 
to be parked away in young Hamilton’s 
bank account. 
The First National folks took the reserve 
at 50c, Highly Commended at 26c and the 
Commended at 22c and were the heaviest 
buyers in the sale taking 37 head. 
The 86 head brought a total of nearly 
$14,000.00, an average of 17.26c per pound 
or-an average of $166.00 per head.

Stroop and G. H. June of Ohio, cross fired 
with those of Clayton Taylor, Homestead 
Farms, G. Carlton Fancher and Briarcliff 
Farms, all of New York, under the inspec- 
tion of the Veteran Judge David M. Fyffe 
of Columbus, Ohio. “Uncle Davie” put in 
a full day with the breeding classes, dis- 
trict groups and steers. 

Briarcliff Elban 3d repeated his Ohio 
winning by annexing the two-year-old bull 
class and going through the senior and 
to grand championship; Briarcliff Barbar- 
ian 4th was second and June’s O. K. Pride- 
man third. 

Stroop’s senior yearling, Stroop’s Glen- 
carnock Revolution, was the winning senior 
yearling bull with June’s Prideman 11th of 
Alpha Road second and Briarcliff’s Pride- 
man Glencarnock 5th third and Taylor’s 
Echo 3d fourth. 

The junior yearlings were headed by 
Briarcliff Prideman 4th, June’s Prideman 
12th was second and Fancher’s Enchancellor 
of Tatomok third. 

In the summer yearlings, Briarcliff 
Blackmere 2nd was first prize and junior 
champion. Briarcliff Eland 5th was second, 
both exhibited by Briarcliff. Briarcliff 
Barbarian 8th, exhibited by Homestead 
Farms, was third and June’s Prideman 14th 
of Alpha Road was fourth. 

The bull calf class brought out both jun- 
iors and seniors. Boxer of Briarcliff, a 
February 1932 calf, again headed this class 
as he did the same class at Ohio. 

Mr. June’s Prideman 15th of Alpha Road 
was second, Taylor’s Barcap Quality 6th 
was third, Stroop’s Marshall Blackbird Har- 
rison and Dayton OQOhio’s Lad 5th were 
fourth and fifth. 

In three bulls and two bulls, Briarcliff 
was 1st and third, June second and Stroop 
fourth. In five bulls Briarcliff was first 
and June second. 

The three-year-old cow class was headed 
by June’s Pride 31st of Alpha Road, 
Stroop’s Eyebrow was second and Taylor’s 
Questa 8rd third. 

The two-year-old heifers were a compli- 
ment to the best of shows. Briarcliff Black- 
cap 16th was first, senior and grand cham- 
pion. Fancher’s Eurota of Tatomok second, 
Stroop’s Blackcap Prizemere third, June’s 
Pride 33rd of Alpha Road fourth and Tay- 
lor’s Inez of Dancote fifth. 

Eight senior yearling heifers paraded. 
Two daughters of Revolution of Page 2d 
were 1st and second for Briarcliff. Home- 
stead Farms’ Miss Burgess Hopley third, 
Stroop’s Queen Harrison fourth and June’s 
Pride 34th of Alpha Road fifth, Fancher’s 
Romance of Tatomok sixth and Taylor’s 
Etta of Dancote seventh. 

The junior yearling heifers boasted the 
same number as the senior yearlings and 
were a real class. Fancher’s Prim Pride of 
Tatomok headed with Homestead Farms’ 
Briarcliff Miss Burgess second, Briarcliff 
Enzora third, Fancher’s Peggy Pride of 
Tatomok fourth June’s Pride 37th of Alpha 
Road fifth and Taylor’s Blanche of Dan- 
cote sixth. 


In summer yearlings, Briarcliff’s Edella 
14th topped, Stroop’s Dayton Ohio’s Lady 
34th and 35th were second and third, June’s

The heifer calves were headed by the 
Ohio junior champion, Briarcliff Eline 8th 
later made junior champion here.

Ohio’s Lady 36th was fourth. 

In the Gets, Briarcliff was 1st and 4th 
with the sons and daughters of Envidon of 
Glencarnock and Revolution of Page 2nd 
respectively. Stroop was second with Get 
of Elan Marshall and June was third with 
Get or Ensign of Page 4th, fifth went to 
Taylor. 

Four aged herds went in succession to 
Briarcliff, Stroop, June and Taylor. Pair 
of yearlings were lined up in the order of 
Briarcliff, Fancher, and June third and 
fourth.

Steer Show. 

The Club members from Erie, Greene and 
Dutchess counties and their Club Agents 
“Johnnie Walker”, R. B. Fales and H. H. 
Tozier, made the old Tan Bark smack of 
what is to follow in after years. This was 
a beginning. Uncle Davie lined the steers 
up in an educational way for all to secure 
the most out of the judging. 

Joe Grassi, a last year member from 
Dutchess, took his Rhinebeck Reserve 
Champion, Briarcliff Peter Pan an 1100 
pound bullock fit for the block up to Syra- 
cuse to show the boys and old men what a 
real steer should look like; Junior Tucker’s 
Briarcliff Headliner, big and thick, was sec- 
ond for Dutchess; Lloyd Knapp of Erie 
county was third, Herman Berger of Greene 
county was fourth, Elmer Knapp of Erie 
county was fifth, Niram McCormick of 
Dutchess County was sixth and Robert Agle 
of Erie county was seventh. Smaller be- 
ginnings than this 4-H Club show have led 
to exhibits in later years of greater num- 
bers but the calves exhibited by these boys 
could not be greatly improved in quality. 
Certainly the Club agents who have put 
forth an effort to make the initial show 
know what they are about and realize that 
quality in breeding spells success. 

In the open class steer show, the 4-H

Eugene B. Laflin, known intimately by a 
host of Aberdeen-Angus breeders through- 
out this country as “E. B.”, born December 
22, 1867, passed away at his home in Crab 
Orchard, Nebraska, on September 22d, at 
the age of sixty-four years and nine 
months. He had been in poor health since 
February 3d of this year at which time he 
suffered a stroke of paralysis. He had how- 
ever greatly improved since that time and 
was able to attend to part of his business 
interests until he was suddenly stricken on 
Thursday the 22d while walking about in 
his home. 

He was the oldest son of Lewis Hall Laf- 
lin, Johnson county pioneer.

Mr. Laflin was exceedingly active in Ab- 
erdeen-Angus affairs, local, state and na- 
tional, having served several terms as di 
rector of the American Aberdeen-An vol 
Breeders’ Association.

Eighty-Second Annual State Fair 
Re p< tal mi Ohio, August 28th to 
tember 3rd was fully up to the reputa- 
tion established by this institution as one of 
the leading fairs of the country. Ohio Fair 
Week has long been known as one of the 
hottest weeks of the show season, but it 
seems that this year the weather man turn- 
ed on an extra amount of heat with the 
thermometer near the 100 mark every day 
up to Friday morning. This extremely hot 
weather was hard on the live stock exhibit 
and numerous losses were reported, especi- 
ally in the hog and sheep division of the 
show. The farmers in Ohio have long been 
known as good fair goers and turned out 
in large numbers this year. The price of 
admission had been reduced to 25c per per- 
son which probably helped to hold up the 
attendance so that the decrease in atten- 
dance was less than at some of the other 


fairs. 
The Aberdeen-Angus exhibitors staged 
the largest and best show that was ever 
held at the Ohio State Fair. There is a 
growing interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in the state of Ohio and this together with 
the work of a real live state association 

° brought out more exhibitors than any time 
in previous years. One of the gratifying 
features was the number of Ohio exhibitors. 
Out of a total of thirteen exhibitors seven 
were breeders from the state. This is the 
largest number that ever exhibited Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the breeding section. 
The entries came from New York State on 
the east and Kansas to the west, making it 
a truly representative Aberdeen-Angus 
show. 

The awards were made by Professor E. 
A. Livesay of Morgantown, West Virginia, 
who did his work carefully and worked 
rapidly. His decisions seemed to meet the 
general approval of exhibitors and ring- 
side talent.

Converting His Neighbors. 


Ray J. Fox, of Midvale, Idaho, whom we 
had the pleasure of meeting some four 
years ago at the Chicago International tells 
of the conversion of one of his neighbors to 
the Aberdeen-Angus way of doing things in 
the following manner: “Just finished read- 
ing your thirteenth annual edition and lik- 
ed it very much, especially the letters from 
the real breeders scattered widely over the 
United States. As you know we have only 
a small herd, around forty breeding cows at 
present. We are using an Earl Marshall 
bred bull and just ploding along, hoping 
that something may happen to get things 
started out of the dumps. 

“We have been keeping all of our females 
and have been able to dispose of all of our 
young bulls, mostly going to farmers for 
use on grade herds of milk cows.’ One of 
our neighbors told us this story of his ex- 
perience in using an Aberdeen-Angus bull 
on Jersey cows. One of his cows got over 
into the pasture of another neighbor who 
was using one of our Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 
She had a very fine black bull calf with- 
out horns. At just past a year old this calf 
was shipped to the Portland market with 
three other Jersey steers, one of which 
brought 1% cents per pound and two of 
which sold at 2% cents per pound, while the 
Aberdeen-Angus-Jersey cross brought 4% 
cents per pound. Needless to say this dairy 
farmer came over to our place and bought 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull to use on his Jer- 
sey cows. 

“We started with Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
six years ago with only seven head of cows 
in the foundation herd. We now have a 
nice little herd. Those to whom we have 
sold bulls have been back after more. The 
Aberdeen-Angus are just finding favor 
with whoever gets them and they are grad- 
ually winning their way. We have the only 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus in these parts and 
of course have many visitors. 

“We keep our cattle under just ordinary 
farm conditions, we don’t even have sheds 
for them in the winter and it gets as cold 
as 80 degrees below zero. The calves come 
any time during the winter. They some- 
times get their ears and tails nipped, how- 
ever we have never had one frozen. The 
cows are good mothers—one old cow is rais- 
ing three calves this summer and doing a 
good job of it. Another thing, we have 
never had a bull that was cross.” 

Mr. Fox has experienced no trouble at all 
selling his bull calves to his neighbors and 
as evidence of this has supplied this office 
with a long list of the sales, practically all 
of these bulls have gone for crossing pur- 
poses.
